Examiner disagrees with Applicant's arguments that the combination of Werkhoven et al. and Jurmann fails to teach a process in which a 
purge gas and a carrier gas having differing constituents are used in a processing chamber. Werkhoven teaches the use of a group of 
carrier gases as described in the action, some of which are different than the gases disclosed by Jurmann. Jurmann teaches the use of 
argon and nitrogen as purge gases and provides motivation for using these particular gases. Thus, the combination of these two 
references fairly teaches a process in which a purge gas and a carrier gas have differing constituents are used . Examiner realizes that 
neither of the references explicitly recites "use two differing gases as a purge gas and a carrier gas". However, use of the gases as taugh 
in the each of the references provides a method in which the limitation at issue, as recited in the pending claims is disclosed 
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
